This glum assumptio n, discarding serio us tho ught o f 
peace, is based bo th o n Arab wo rds and actio ns: o n unremit­ 
ting ho stility and a m assiv e rearmament pro gram. Israel 
believ es its mo st dangero us neighbo r, Egy pt, has receiv ed 
eno ugh So v iet material to regain the strength it had befo re 
the six -day war: that Sy ria and Iraq hav e mo re and better 
planes, tanks and guns; that with Western aid, Jo rdan is 
slo wly climbing back. 
Tlie military tells the Israeli gov ernment there will be 
no peace, that therefore secu rity is the primord ial consid era­ 
tion. In this respect the big gain from last y ear’s v ictory 
was an improv ed frontier with more easily d efend ed bord ers 
and mu ch greater d epth. Abov e all, F« gy pt wou ld hav e to 
cross the Su ez Canal and Sinai wasteland to attack.

Go Big And Hope 


J’he lesson to be learned in agricu ltu re 
is go big and hope. We spoke on this page 
recently of the good and bad sid e of the 
wheat harv est—a bou ntifu l crop bu t low 
prices. 
A recent stu d y by staff m em bers of 
the Nebraska Agricu ltu ral Ex perim ent Sta­ 
tion prov id ed fu rther ev id ence of the para­ 
d ox in farming. This stu d y showed that a 
90-acre wheat operation ex perienced a pro­ 
d u ction cost of $1.83 per bu shel. Und er av er­ 
age cond itions and a perfect prod u ction fit 
with cu rrent gov ernment program s, the re ­ 
tu rn for su ch a farm er wou ld be $1.7 2 per 
bu shel. 
. 
At the 200-acre lev el and u p, things get 
better. Bey ond 300 acres, there is not mu ch 
d ifference in prod u ction costs. 
With 2(M) acres, prod u ction costs figu re 
ou t at $1.4 3 per bu shel. Again, with av er- 
age cond itions and a perfect prod u ction fit 
with cu rrent gov ernment program s, the re ­ 
tu rn for that farm er wou ld be $1.7 5 per 
bu shel. 


Bu t there are a v eritable load of v ari­ 
ables. The weather, of cou rse, can change 
ev ery thing. A crop bad ly lowered by hail 
or heav y wind s and rain cou ld be totally 
lost to harv est, leav ing the farm er only a 
pittance to m ake ou t of d omestic su pport 
certificates. 
To the west, m arket prices are a little 
lower, costing as mu ch as 10 cents per 
bu shel to the farm er. Yield s abov e allot­ 
ments can red u ce the av erage price per 
bu shel receiv ed becau se of d omestic su p­ 
port prices being fix ed to a pre-d etermined 
y ield lev el. 
And finally , the cost figu res inclu d e 
nothing 
for 
m anagem ent 
ex jienses 
and 
charge-off labor at $1.85 an hou r. Most 
farm ers and ranchers wou ld agree, we 
think, that their abilities and their inv est­ 
m ent and risk are worth more than $1.85 
an hou r. If all this d oesn’t boil d own to 
going big and hoping, we d on’t know what 
it is.

It is said of many 20th Centu ry prob­ 
lems that any one who believ es the solu ­ 
tion 
is simple ju st d oesn’t u nd erstand 
the problem. Thu s there is no easy solu ­ 
tion to “ crim e in the streets,” the war in 
Vietnam, ov er-popu lation, etc. Bu t once 
in a while a problem comes u p which d oes 
hav e a simple solu tion. 
Su ch is the case of the starv ing thou ­ 
sand s in secessionist Biafra, which is try ing 
to break away from Nigeria. There is no 
food in Biafra, and many persons starv e 
to d eath ev ery d ay . It is said that only the 
v u ltu res get tat. 
The U.S. has a food su rplu s. That mu ch 
we know. If we hav e a policy toward 
Biafra, it’s hard to d iscern. Ex actly what 
ou r policy shou ld be, politically , toward 
Biafra, we d on’t know. Bu t as far as the 


starv ing citizens are concerned , it is ob­ 
v iou s what cou rse the U.S. shou ld take. 
We hav e “ interv ened ,” if that’s the 
word , in Lebanon, Vietnam, Cu ba, the 
Dominican Repu blic, Korea and other cou n­ 
tries since World War II. Why not inter­ 
v ention in Biafra? Why not 50 planeload s of 
food , acompanied by arm ed escort and a 
clear statem ent of ou r good intentions? We 
prov id e the food and leav e. And we m ake 
it clear that feed ing the hu ngry is ou r onlv 
objectiv e. 
Most of the world wou ld see the action 
as a hu m anitarian one—not that world 
opinion is all that important. 
And we wou ld hav e the satisfaction of 
knowing for certain that this one time at 
least we “ interv ened ” with right on ou r 
sid e.

th en arranged for pu blic display in th e 
Westmoreland’s back y ard. 
Th e mediu ms with wh ich th e ch ildren 
worked were as different as th e final prod­ 
u cts; tempora paint, w^ater colors, c o r ­ 
ru gated cardboard, cloth , wire, and plaster- 
casting were ju st a few of th e materials 
u sed.

Lincoln School Supt, John 
Prasch Friday reported that 
the district will make a study 
this fall to determine where 
and what materials on Negro 
and minority groups’ history 
should be added to the cur­ 
riculum.

there are “ large numbers of 
good, new materials available
